Author of “Kill and Burn” Order Re-
tired by President Roosevelt.
Washington, July 17.—Secretary
Root brought from Oyster Bay the case
of General Jacob H. Smith, tried by
court-martial at Manlla on account of
orders to Major Waller. General Smith
